LAW POINTS. 


A carrier is liable, In the absence of stat- 
utory law to the contrary, until notice to 
the consignee of the arrival of the goods 
and reasonable time to inspect and remove 
them. 

A note without grace, made payable at 
a bank, and placed there for collection, 
wey be sued on after banking hours of the 
day it falls duc, if euch hours are known 
tw the maker 

Where goods are sold by a ealesman by 
sample, and when delivered are not in ac- 
cordance with same, the sslesmun has ap- 
parent authority to arrange fur their re- 
turn to his principal. 

Where one buys goods, knowing the scale 
is in fraud of creditors, and mingles them 
with his own and refuses to point them 
out, the seller's ¢reditors can levy on 
enough of tho mixed goods to equal those 
of the seller. 

Where the purchaser of goods waived 
full performance of the contract of sale and 
accepted a partial delivery as a @clivery 
under the contract and at 4 contract price, 
the sellergare entitled to recover for the 
part actually delivered on the basis of the 
eontract price, and not on the basis of 
value.—Reeent Decisions Highest Courts.
